Ex Parte Quayle

Claim Objections 

Claims 7 and 21 refer to "the gain amplifier" in lines 5 and 4 respectively. It is unclear 
whether "the gain amplifier" refers to the first or second gain amplifiers which are claimed in 
independent claims 1 and claims 15. Based on the applicant's disclosure, the examiner suggests 
that the limitation "the gain amplifier" should be changed to "the first gain amplifier." 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-2, 5-6, 8-17, 20 and 22 are allowed.
